1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose, teach or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), obtaining the correction data by communicating with the image 
forming unit, wherein said correction data is automatically obtained from the image forming 
unit, which executes the calibration function in the image forming unit to obtain the correction 
data; a receiving step of receiving a color-matched printing job from the client computer, a 
correcting step of performing, using the correction data obtained from the image forming unit, a 
correction process on image data included in the printing job received from the client computer; 
and an outputting step of outputting the image data corrected in said correcting step to the image 
forming unit, wherein color-matching image processing is performed by the client computer as 
claimed in claim 10. Similar features are claimed in claims 13, 14, and 24. Therefore, claims 
13, 14, and 24 are allowable over the prior art of record for the same reasons.
